NORTH LOUP, Neb., Dec. 4.—(8pecial.)—
Contrary to all indications and even the
most sunguine expectations, the severity of
the weather was suddenly mollifted yestorday
afternoon by the springing up of n pecu-
Harly mellow and balmy breeze from the
northwest, which appeared to possess all
the thawing properties of the mildest vernal
wind, and the bheavy cleak of lee which
shronded the corn in the flolds, as well as
the twigs and branches of all the trecs, eto.,

which long weeks  of  ordinary  winter
weather would haridly  evaporate, melted
locde and tumbled 2o the ground within
the space of a few bours. This pecullar

wind had all the feeling and produced the
Identival effocts of the “chincok’ winds on
the Pucific coast, and probably was the ex-
tremo southesstern point of a broader anid
warmer atmospheric lmpulse of like ¢har-
